Ol'R DRAINAGE QUESTION 

We talked the other day 
with another person who had 
liotic:our article on draining 
1 he Town, especially with re¬ 
ference to trapping the water 
near the canal and running it 
hack into the coulee, and he 
said he had been in districts 
where this had been success¬ 
fully done and could see no re¬ 
ason wliy it would not be suc¬ 
cessful here;. 

We claim no knowledge of 
civil engineering, and do not 
know whether or not this could 
be worked here, but undoubted¬ 
ly, if there is even a remote 
chance that it could be carried 
out, then every effort should 
lie mads to have it thoroughly 
investigated and professional 
report tabled on it 

When one steps into some of 


our finest homes and finds 
swimming pool instead of a 
basement underneath the house 
where the hasenvsnt ought to ho 
when we sit> cellar's with from 
111 inches to t hree feet of water 
in them each spring, and when 
we see our town a veritable 
frog pond instead of dry streets 
and alleys with grass growing, 
one must admit t hat it any¬ 
thing can be done, then it ought 
to be done to do away with 
this No i nuisance. 

Aside from the inconvenience 
and unsightly conditions it cans 
es, aside from the increase iir 
mosquitoes and chances ot in¬ 
fection and sickness it causes 
by this stagnant water stand¬ 
ing around, there is a tremend¬ 
ous cost every year to property 
holders. Home owners with 
basements are forced to keep 
a pump going all the time if 
their furnaces are not ruined 
by the water, and then (hey 
must, see good d'emfiVit work, 
gradually ruined as the alkali 
seeps through the walls and 
softens tile cement until it 
crumbles like chalk when touch 
od. 

We arc not finding fault. 
This type of drain may be a 
new thought to our Town offic¬ 
ials, as it was to us when moil 
tioned to us. But, we have 
heard of several cases where 


similar conditions have been 
handled in this way, and yye 
feel that in the intends of Uay 
mond 2,500 citizens*, that now 
before spring arrives**the poss¬ 
ibilities should l»e investigates! 
and if at all feasible should be 
tried out this spring it possible 
and if it works, for only part 
of the Town, it will still be a 
real asset to us. Let's not wait 
(ill spring to do the prelimin¬ 
ary work. Lets act now.
